Swelling in the summer to a population exceeding 
millions, Virginia Beach is a resort city with an economy 
that thrives on tourism. 

But, as the welcomed dollars flow in, so do the 
unwelcomed criminals. 

"Virginia Beach is appealing to criminals because of 
it population alone," said Virginia Beach Police Cap- 
tain E. f^. Buzzy. 

"And in the summer," he continued, "our men stay 
busy around the clock protecting Beach residents and 
their property."

Undercover i^ents on patrol 

Presently, the Virginia Beach Police Department has 
374 sworn officers; 8 dogs; 7 motorcycles; 76» 
automolHles; 12 Blazers; and 4 patty wagons, in the first 
precinct. 

The dqwrtment utihzes advanced computers for 
radio transmissions, and access to its research and the 
Division of Motor Vehicle's files. 

Buzzy said the department's manpower is 
strategically located in the tourist areas that seem to 
need it the most. 

And, becuase many tourists in the area visit Altantic 
Avenue, or, "The Gold Mine Strip," in the summer, the 
resort "strip' ' recdves special attention. 

Buzzy says the use of undercover policemen is 
sometimw effective, in redudng crime at the Beach. 

•^Naturally with the large number of motels, 
restaurants, and Beach night spots that Virginia Beach 
has," Buzzy said, "it is sure to draw some people who 
come here with the sole intention of ripping someone 

dseoff. ,,. ui. • 

"If we know there is a spedfic section of beach bemg 
stolen from, for a calain motel with excessive burglary 
or vandaUsm problems, we will place an underdover 
agent, or agdits; ort pttrd to try to ^ttiinatf thfe ttfftn- 

se. 

"But, in general, we are constantly on patrol, with all 
the available men we have. 

"Sometime, there are people who prey on tourists, 
and their possessions. 

"We use our undercover men at times to apprehend 

these criminals; for example, there is a particular section 

of beach where we think a couple of thives are working 

very heavily, we'll put a couple of policemen in bathing 

J suits on the beach to observe, and hopefuUy catch the 

"I mean after aU, when you go to the beach, you 
usuaUy don't notice, or aren't concerned with, who s 
sitting on the towel next to you. 

"And, no matter how hard we try to prevent it, crime 
increases, in all categories, as the number of tourists in 
the dty does." 

Most toorists are harmless 

Although Buzzy did admit that there are "certain 
problems unique to both types of tourist," (the young 
and the old), he would not "etaborate." 

He maintauw, however, that, "most of the tourists 
that come to visit the local beaches, come without the 
intention of violating the dty's laws. 

"The touriste are usuaUy here to enjoy a weU earned 
vacation," Buzzy swd. 

Who are the toorists 

"Most of our t<nirists are vacationing college students 
or families," according to Buzzy. 

"The families wiU come to the Beach earlier than Uie 
students, in April, May, and eariy June, and leave for 
another dty before the students get here. 

"Also, some of the vacationers are those who may 
have a few weeks to spend before starting a job, or 
going back to school." 

Unpaid bills left bcidad! 

But what happens after the tourist season is over? Is 
ther any destruction? Or unpaid hotel bills? 

Buzzy thinks not. _^ 

"When the tourists are here," he said, "most of thwn 
behave the way anyone would away from home, he 

»plain^. ,.11 1. . 

"People pay thdr debu because most esUblishments 
here honor credit cards. Consequentiy, there are not 
many reports of unpaid bills; although some people do 
come to the Beach specifically to pass bad checks. 

Beach attractive to crlaiaals 

Buzzy said sometimes the criminal finds Virgima 
Beach attractive, because they can "get lost m the 

crowd " 

"Of course, the more people, the more criminal 
violations," Buzzy said, "what do you expert? 

"And in fact, sometimes it is desirable for a criminal 
to come to a bit city so, after a crime is committed, he 
can get lost in the crowd." . 

Beach police officers must maintain a reasonable, but 
firm, enforcement of the law, according to Buzzy, and 
tourists are treated as locals. . » « ^ 

"Local residenu are treated as fairly as tourists, and 



vice versa," Buzzy said. 

"We undefttand that there is a military population 
here, with out of town license plates, in addition to 
tourists, so we go out of the way to treat everybody 
fairly." 

Police & criminals more advanced 

Buzzy said not only are there just as many criminals 
as ever drifting into the Beach, but they are also 
becoming smarter; and the VBPD tries to keep with 
them stride for stride. 

"In dealing with today's criminal," he said, we 
really have to be on our toes. 

"We're constantly improvising our police tactics, and 
are increasing our staffs training to make them more 
aware of certain crime patterns; we make them flexible 
to handle all crime problems."

VEPCO also represents that it 
believes that obtaining the replace- 
ment power insurance to be pro-

Parking fee to increase 

Council wants to keep traffic moving on Atlantic

Ci^ Counol' Monday aft«no<Ni voted to tty anotiier 
parking-traffic plan consolidating reccmimendations of 
Uie dty sUff. the innkeqios, the iMrchanU and tiie 
restaurateurs. The effort is durected toward keepbig 
trafflce moving on Atiantic and keeping all tiie people 
roncemed satisfied. 

Nobody was completely han>y. but after a tie (no ac- 
tion) and defeat on two motiom, Council ended up wiUi 
this plan. 

•Hie left turn storai^ lanes at 17th and 22nd Streets 
wiU be eUminated and lead green signals wiU be in- 
stalled. 

•Pvking on the east side of the street between Stii 
and 2Sth Streets will be eliminated from May 1 to Oct. 

•From May 1 to Oct. 1, parking on ttie west side wiU 
be prohibited from 10 p.m. to the following noon witii 
tiie exception that from 6 a.m. to noon, delivery trucks 
will be permitted to load and unload. , 

•Only one vehicle will be permitted per lurking space. 
That is, four and five motorcycles will not be allowed to 
park hi one space. 



•The parking fee wiU be moreased from 22 cents to 2S 
cents an hour with a two-hour limit, but the change will 
not take plwx until n«t year because of tiie time 
required to chiuige the meters. 

Till iiharngM ftmrraWy are those accepted hi a com- 
prom»e by tte Innkeepers Association and the Mer- 
chants Association. 

The Innkeepers gowrally want all parkmg on tiie 
street banned and the storage lanes retained while the 
merchants want ]»rking on both sides of the street and 
elimmation of the storage lanes. 

City Manage Geo^e L. Hanbury had praented his 
recommendations whihc were similar to the com- 
promise. He had recommended no parking on the West 
side after 8 p.m. and wanted the storage lanes retained. 

However, he later recommoided the compromise 
which was defeated by a tie vote, when tfie parking cur- 
few on Atiantic was Mt at 9 p.m. and Uter passed by a 
vote of 9-1 wh«i the curfew was moved to 10 p.m. with 
Councihnan W. L. Rigp dissenting. Councilman 
Clarence A. Ht^land was absmt. 

Rigg's phm was defeated by a 8-2 vote. He would 
have parking eUminated on the oist side of Atlantic 
from 13tii (ratiier tiian Stii) to 2Stii Streets and permit 
parting on ibt west side until 2 a.m. with 6 a.m. to noo 
resoled f<v k)ading. 

Coundlwoman Meyera Obo-dorf said she was in- 



clined to vote no on both motions. She said Council was 
"sitthig here at a quarter to five and patch working..." 

Mrs. Oberdorf said the city's new parking lot on 
Pacific and parking at the Arts and Conference center 
will be available with a shiittled bus. "Since your people 
will be imbibing they will be safer walking or going by 
bus," she said. 

At the informal sessitm of council earlier, Hanbury 
said that thn« have changed in the numbers of people 
driving Atlantic. He said the street carries 30,000 
vehicles a day. During the last five years there has been 
an increase of 45 to 50 percent in traffic. There are times 
when the road comes to a complete stand-still he said. 
He maintained that the best solution was to eUminate all 
parking. 

Hanbury said he tought the merchants had forgotten 
the additional parking which will be availabe this year 
and tiie shuttie buses. He said that there would be only a 
10 minute delay between bus«. 

Dr. McCoy said he didn't believe "people are gouig 
to use the Arts and Conference Center to go to a 
restaurant." 

"Unless it's made a fun thing," Hanbury said. The 
bus is patterned after an old-fashioned trolley with a 
tinklybell.

If the person disagrees with 
the iwmIi council decision, he or she may bring dvO 
a(^i(m in a Federal court.

Virginia Electric and Power Com- 
pany ("VEPCO" or "Company") 
has filed with the State Corporation 
Commission documents to show 
the financial condition of its electric 
operations for the twelve months 
ended December 31, 1979. The 
documents were filed in compli- 
ance with the Commission's pro- 
gram of reviewing the financial 
condition of all electric public ser- 
vice companies, including VEPCO, 
on an annual basis. 

Additionally, VEPCO has filed 
with the Commission a proposed 
increase in electric rates to produce 
additional annual gross revenues 
of $77.1 million based on its opera- 
tions for the twelve months ended 
December 31, 1979. The Company 
states that the revised rates would 
produce a 5.0 percent increase in 
gross revenues based on its exist- 
ing rates as of April 1, 1980. The 
Commission's Staff will investigate 
Company's report on its financial 
condition for the twelve months 
ended December 31,1 979 and the 
proposed increase in rates of $77.1 
million and will file a report by 
June 2, 1 980.

The club and the commission, according to Millo', 
are attien^ting not so much to po-suade Beach midents 
to f/o out and clean up the litter that's already there, but 
to instill an attitude in the community, and especially in 
the children, not to litter. 

"We feel that going into the schools." Miller said," 
and te«;hing the young students not to litter will be very 
beneficial. 

"Parents don't want their children being a 
m^aphone, shouting at them for littering; but maybe 
this is one of the best ways of detering it. 

"Leopold is a visible, eye catching attempt to make 
Virginia BMch residents more aware of litter pollution. 
S "The monstw, which is a cross between Big Bird and 
Puff the Magic Dragon, was designed, obviously, with 
children in mind." 



More chanwtcn phinned 

Miller sayar she plans to continue working with the 
City, and hopa to establish more litter prevention 
charactws. 

"I hope to eventually stage a play for children with 
sevoral different litter prevention characters," Miller 
said. 

"In the future I i^an to create Rid-it Frog and Lucy 
Litter. 

"These will be characters designed to relate to 
children, and their attitudes about litter." 

Clean Comnulty Program active 

Leopold has been created and financed by the Green 
Run Garden club, but it also serves the Virginia Beach 
Cl«n Conamunity System Program, created in April, 
1978, and its governing commission. 

"We recognize that litter is an ongoing problem," 
said Clean community commission executive co- 
ordinator, Dorothy CasUes, "and the main problem we 
have is trying to get the local residents and tourists, out 
of the habit of littering. 

"Leopold is an excellent way to teach Beach children 
at an early age not to litter; and they will in turn pass the 
notion up to their parwjts, whose bad habits are harder 
to break than the youngsters. 

"We Irian to continue to put Leopold in the school 
system, and onto the little league baseball fields, and 
hop^dlbr many other places we're invited to. 

Com miirfon MUmi 1978 

Castles said the commission is young, but has a big 
future; and it wdcomes things, such as Leopold, to help 
than with their anti-litter campaign. 

"It was only three years ago that the Virginia Beach 
aean community System Program officially began," 
Castles said, "when the Virginia Beach City Council 
auOiorized the acceptance of a grant from tlw STate of 
Virginia, Division of Litter control.

"Each citizen will be educated as to what they can do 
to eliminate litter. 

"Certain areas, i.e. Hutpi^ cmtm, baxim, etc., 
will be identifled as proUem areas and a sohition to 
Ksolve the problon will be tanplmwnted."

Results of the program will be mearared in two ways. 

"Two types of studies are used to meuure program 
results," Castles said. 

"They are, a photmtudy and a dtizm attitude survey. 

"In the photographic study, raiuiomty elected areas 
are phott^aphed at the b^tauiing of tte program and 
will be continually monitored during the prt^ram to 
measure what improvanmt has bera made. 

"The citizen attitude sur^y is conducted at tiw 
beginning of the program and subsequent surveys will 
be taken and resulu comi^red to determine what effect 
the program has had on citizen's littering attitudes."

"An extensive infonnaUonal campaign will also be 
conducted to familiariM residents with the mw 
r^iilations. After a poiod of vduntary comidlance. the 
ordinances become vigwoudy mforoed. 

"But education of the public still remafau the key of 
the program. This will be achieved by individuals, such 
as Leopold or poui» speaking to dvic leagues, and 
<Mganizations, schools, etc.. as well as a media cam-

Presently, Virginia Beach operates 70 refuse vehides 
whose combined mileage is over one million miles a 
year. 

Work crews make 140,000 pickups a week; collecting 
130,000 tons of refuse annuatty, at a yearly colkction 
and disposal cost of six million dollars. 

A summary of new Vi^inla Beach litt^ wdlnances is 
'as follows: 

•Keep refuse in propo' ccmtainers: Containen with 
capacities between 32 and SO pouiub. 

•Trash must be placed on the curb line of a City right- 
of-way by 7 a.m. on the day of collection, and ranoved 
from public view after <x^kcti<M (m the same day of 
collection. 

•Trash pick up will occur twice a week. 

•Sp^ial preparation must be made for special itons, 
such as hypodermic needles, ashes, i«ressurized cans, 
broken cans, and pesticides. 

•No building matmds shall be c(rilected. 

•All contractors are requested to keep construction 

dtes clean. 

•No dead animals will be collected. 

•Yard trimminp. leaves, etc. will becoUerted. 

•No dumping on public or private property. 

•No junk accumulations permitted. 

•All appliances, or any contaifmv with air tight snap 
locks, must have doon r«aoved. 

•No littering anywhwe in the aty. 

•No littering from vehicles, or on beaches or raul- 

ways.

Abnost every person in the Tidewater area who has 
permanent kidney failure and needs maintenance 
dialysis treatment or a kidney transplant is eligible for 
M^icare health insurance. 

Medicare helps pay for kidney transplant surgery and 
related inpatient hospital services. It also covers out- 
patient nuuntenance dialysis and helps pay for doctors' 
s«vices including surgeons* services for transplants, 
ou^Mtient sdf-dialysis training, and home dialysis 
equipment, supplies and periodic support ^rvices. 
Medicare also helps cover the costs of a donor for kid- 
ney transfriant surgery. 

Muft have SS work record 

To be digibte for Medicare because of kidney failure, 
a person must have worked under social security long 
enough to be insured, from 1 Vi to 7'/4 ywirs depending 
on age. or be the wife, husband, or dependent chiM of 
an insured worker. 

Only the family member with kidney failure is eligible 
for Medicare; others in the family are not. 

For people with kidney failure, Medicare prelection 
generally begins with the third month after the month 
the person's course of maintenance dialysis b^ns. 

Early hdp with adf-dialyils 

Medicare prelection can b^pn earlier if the pawn 
takes part in a self-dialysis training program in a 
Medicare approved facility and the person is expected to 
complete the training and self-dialyze thereafter. 
Protection can also begin earlier if the person is admit- 
ted to an approved hospital for a kidney transplant. 

Medicare |«ieridly ends 12 months after a person no 
longer requires maintenance dialysis treatments or 36 
months following a kidney transplant. Medicare ^-^p.

Recent statistics show that out of the 1,492 persons in 
the state covered by Medicare for chronic renal disease, 
17.56% reside in the Tidewater arwi. In Virginia Bowh 
there are 47. The count elsewhere is Chesapeake 46;

Anyone with permanent kidney failure who is not 
covered by Medicare, should apply at the nearest social 
security office. The people there will be glad to answer 
questions about Medicare protection.

A word of warning to Virginia Beach residents about 
SSA fraud.

Richard L. Scott, 47, and Marion L. Scott, 34, of 
Suffolk, falsdy stated that they witnessed the "mark" 
of an Ethel A. Moore on an annual redeterminatltm tot 
continuance of Supplemental S«:urity Incmne paymoi' 
ts. This resulted in the Social Security AdministratkHi 
paying $10,105.60 in SSI beneflU to "Mrs. Mowc," 
when, in fact, there was no such person. Most of thoe 
SSI checks were deposited into the joint bank account 
of the Sc(Ht couple. 

Heavy fines, InprlsoMBcal 

U. S. I^trict Court Judge John A. MacKenzie fined 
each one $5,000.00. In addition, Richard L. Sc<Mt must 
serve 18 months and Marian L. Scott must serve 30 
mcmtltt in Federal correctional institutions b^imdng as 
of May 12.

Griffin, a 29 year old University of Akron graduate, 
with a master's degree in education, has run the Boston 
Marathon three times; most recently coming in 173rd 
place.

After coaching track at the university, he moved to 
Barberton, Ohio, to be a high school coach; he was also 
a career co-ordinator for the city's board of education. 

Shamrocli Marathon runner 

Griffin also placed in the top 10 in the recent 
Shamrock Marathon, a 26 mile run. 

Out of 2,500 people," he said, "I finished 9th, and 
the first 500 runners were experienced competitors." 

Griffin has won eight marathons in the last three 
'years. Before that he competed in the National Amateur 
Athletic Union (AAU) championships, and at one time 
was ranked 8th in the country.

Griffin has been a beach resident since August. He 
and his wife, a nurse at the General Hospital of Virginia 
Beach, live in the Lake Placid section of the Beach, and 
have been married for five years.

Griffin enjoys running, but the tall lean runner has a 
limit. 

"I may run up to 30 miles," he said, "but I have no 
interest in ultra marathons, which are 50 to 100 miles 
long."

Drums 
are big

As I told you last week. I had big plans for a Black 
Dtvm fishing trip to Cape Charles, Va. on Wednesday. 
I always hope to catch a citation, but I usually just set 
my goal at putting a couple nice ones in the boat. If 1 
doift get skunked, I feel like the trip was a sua:e3s, no 
matter bow big the drum is. Wdl, on Wednesday suc- 
cess vnan*i the word for the catch. 

Danny McCoy and Mary Gates, both of Chesapeake, 
accompanied my wife Kay ami I to my father's house 
wtntxt we made plans for an early departure on Wed- 
naday. 

That moming, we had breakfast at Kenny's Resturant 
at Cape CharlM. Ever since I was a kid, the oldtimers 
would pither there to swap fishing tales, so I had adop- 
ted this tradition as a good luck ceremony for my 
flthing trip. Besides, it was the ideal place to find out 
wlKre tlK most fish had been caught the previous day, 
and it paid off as usual. 

By 8:30 a.m., we were clearing Cape Charles Harbor 
and heading for the deep wat«^ southwest of the "Old 
Plantation Flats Light." I had heard that the only drum 
caught on Tuesday had been caught there, but in all my 
years of drum fishing I had never heard of drum being 
taken in that (toep of wator. I have to admit I was a little 
skqpUod. I evoi doubted if I had enough anchor line on 
board to hold bottmn in the strcmg wind and ebbing tide 
we were encountering. The water was 90 ft. deep and I 
had only about 1 SO ft. of Une on board. 

Once we had arrived at the deep water, I realized that 
my skq^idsm had been valid. There was no way we 
could hcrfd bottom with both the depth and current 
workii^ against us. I decided to head down the bay to 
the C-3 bouy and fish thes^Uower water until the tide 
slacked off. If we didn't have any luck, we could return 
to the deep water. 

We fished the C-3 bouy for a couple of hours without 
any luck. We had had about a 2 ft. chop in the bay when 
we got underway but now the bay was a lick calm and 
the sun was getting hot. The tide was at the last of its 
ebb. so we wdglMsd anchor and headed back to the deep 
water. 

The diatter on C.B. channel 17 had been dominated 
with taUc of how poor the fishing was. I knew if I didn't 
come up with a plan soon, we would end up with a day 
that you don't rnUy like to talk about. 

The charter boats had b^n moving from one fishing 
spot to another but none of them could locate a school 
of drum. It was really looking bad. 

With the wind and tide slack, we had no problem 
holding bottom. We all baited up with fresh sea clam 
and 1 crushMl 14 or 15 and through them over for 
chum. 

KfXa about 20 minutes, Mvy put her rod in one of 
the rod holders to take a break. Shortly after she had 
done so, I saw the ro4 tip take a couple of easy dips. 
There was no doubt in my mind as to what was taking 
her bait. 

I told her that a drum was after her bait and that she 
should five him womt ^Kk, then set the hook the next 
time the Une moved. 

Mary set the hook aiKi the fight was on. Despite hei 
pleas that %ht was tired and couldn't hold it any more.

neither Danny nor I would dare touch the rod. It was 
her fish. 

Drum are hard fish to land from 30 feet of water and 
this one wm at 90 feet. She had her hands full. 

In about 20 minutes she had it beside the boat. I set 
the gaff hook deep, and pulled the drum three fourths 
of the way out of the water. The fight was over and I 
was sure she had a dution fish. I figured it weighed 80- 
83 lbs. 

After the exdtement died down, it wasn't long before 
I feh that old familiar bump-bump. I knew I had a drum 
toying with my bait. I waited a few minutes, felt the 
bump again and set the hook . 

The fight WM on but it didn't last as long as Mary's. 
My size and strength made the difference and it wasn't 
long before Danny was showing his excellent skill at 
gaffing. We now had two nice fish over the stem 
although I knew my fish was not as large as Mary's. 

In about 30 minutes I had another one on, and again I 
worked him along side so Danny^could gaff him. That 
made three over the stern, and my head was beginning 
to swell. The charter boats were still slow. I knew of 
(mly one boat that \aA a drum on. 

I crushed some more clams and churned seme more. 
After a while I felt the line bump slightly. I payed out a 
little slack and then felt it again. I reared back and set 
the hook and the fight was on. I could tell right off that 
he was bigger than the other two I had caught. This fish 
was a fighter and I had my hands full. After quite a 
while and alot of sweat, I had the fish along side and 
Danny again showed his skill at gaffing. 

Once we had the fish tied over the stern, I knew I had 
a citation, and even though it was bigger than Mary's, I 
felt sure both fish were in the 80 lb. class. 

1 could hardly wait to get back to Baileys Bait & 
Tackle Shop so we could weigh the fish . 

On the way in, we came across a large school of blue 
fish and decided to troll for them. This gave Danny and 
Kay a chance to put a fish in the boat and also make our 
catch that much more impressive. 

At Bailey's, Mary's fish weighed in at 84 lbs. and 
mine went 90 lbs. We both were proud of our citations. 
The other two drum I caught weighed 70 lbs each.

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Dentist's petition 
meets wifli denial 

ByLEECAHILL 

The people on Princess Anne Road are not going to 
have another drugstore or a dentist's offlce for neigh- 
bors--at least not between Downey and Forest Streets. 

But briefly the drugstore was in. Then Councilman 
George R. Ferrell realized, when the dentist office 
petition was being considered that he had pushed the 
wrong button. The vote repeated. This time the vote was 
the same, 6-4, but for denial rather than approval. 

Mayor Patrick L. Standing had changed his vote, 
along with Ferrell's. 

The Lee Kelberg, whose client stood to lose by the 
vote change, said that if the machine wasn't working 
right, Council should get rid of it. Council just recently 
installed an electronic voting system. 

Ferrell said there was nothing wrong with the 
machine. He just pushed the wrong button. 

Russell E. Simpson Jr. had applied for a change of 
zoning from R-S Residential District to B-2 Com- 
munity-Business District on a .37 acre parcel at the 
southeast intersection of Princess Anne Road and 
Downey Drive. He planned to open a drugstore on the 
property. Both he and his wife are pharmacists. 

William Cordell, who said he was representing his in- 
laws who live in the neighborhood, opposed the 
petition. 

B. V. Gorham, whose home is just behind the site said 
he didn't want to see Princess Anne Road turned into 
another Virginia Beach Boulvard. 

E. A. Kelly, representing the people of Kempsville 
Gardens, said he was opposed to any commercial 
zoning. 

Gail Olsen, representing Kempsville Manor and other 
areas also opposed the petition. 

Lee M. Hill and Jim Jemigan supported the petition. 
. On the first vote for approval, voting against the ap- 
plication were Councilmen Reid Ervin, and Donald 
Merrick and Councilwomen Barbara Henley and 
Meyera Oberndorf. Councilman R. L. Riggs was ab- 
sent. 

In the second application Dr. and Mrs. Jack I. Cherin 
applied for a change of zoning from R-5 Residential 
District to 0-1 Office District on a 3.3 acre parcel at the 
Southwest corner «f Princess Anne Road and Forest 
Street. The Cherins had planned to open professional 
offices there. 

As with the eat'lier application the Planning com- 
mission recommended denial because the rezoning 
requests were contrary to the Comprehensive Plan. 

Cordell opposed the petition pointing out that over 
300 persons signed a petition opposing both rezonings 
and it looked as though Council would favor two as op- 
posed to 300. 

Ferrell then asked to change his vote and the first ap- 
plication was denied. Ferell said that Downey Road had 
always been the boundary line between business and 
residential. 

In supporting the Cherin petition, Kelberg said that 
19,000 cars pass the area every day. "It's not a spot 
anyone here would build a new residence on. ..."I'm not 
sure that matters of rezoning ought to be a popularity 
contest." 

Merrick replied, "I don't thing zoning is a popularity 
contest. That's why we have a comprehensive Plan." 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said he still thought 
it reasonable to approve and made such a motion which 
was denied by a vote of 6-4. Opposed were Councilmen 
Ervin, Ferrell, Merrick, Councilwomen Barbara Henley 
and Meyera Oberndorf and Mayor Patrick L. Standing. 

Other Conncil actloiis 

In other actions. Council: 

Denied the application of Herbert D. and Mary H. 
Smith, The Southland Corporation, for a conditional 
use permit for a self-service gasoline service station at a 
7-1 1 store on the north side of Potters Road, west of 
London Bridge Road in the Lynnhaven Borough. 

Approved the application of Robert W. WaddeU, 
M.D. for a variance which would permit hime to sub- 
divide into two lots a 2.13 acre site on the west side of 
Channel Points Lane at the terminus of Adam Keeling 
Road. One lot will be a flag lot and would have a road 
frontage of only IS feet while the zoning requires a 
minimum width of 125 fMt. Some of the neighbors ob- 
ject to the variance. The vote was 9-1 with Meyera 
Oberndorf dissenting. Councilman R. L. Riggs was ab- 
sent.

The foreign language 
program in the Virginia 
Beach public school 
system has been selected 
as one of the top 50 such 
programs in the United 
States, by the American 
Council on the Teaching 
of Foreign Languages 
(ACTFL). 

Since the fall of 1979, 
the Council has b^n con- 
ducting a nationwide sur- 
vey to locate exemplary 
language programs. 
Virginia department of 
education foreign 
language supervisor Helen 
Warriner-Burke had 
already called Virginia 
Beach's program the 
"best in the state;" that 
played a major part in 
Virginia Beach's nomina- 
tion. 

Each of those school 
system programs 
nominated was 

thoroughly screened and 
carefully evaluated; that 
resulted in the foreign 
language program of 
Virginia Beach Public 



Schools being named sa, 
one of the 50 most suc- 
cessful, based on scope 
and quality of instruction. 

A model program 

Project officials wrote 
to Milton Hahn, Virginia 
Beach supervisor of 
foreign languages, "Yours 
is a program to be proud 
of, one which serves as a 
model to others 
throughout the nation." 

One of the goals of the 
project was to find suc- 
cessful features of 
programs that could be 
adapted in other 
geographic area. The 
Virginia Beach program 
will be described in the 
fourthcoming ACTFL 
book "Prescriptions for 
Success," which will be 
published this fall. 

The number of students 
taking foreign lanpiagcs 
in the secondary schools in 
Virginia Beach has 
changed little over the 
eleven years that Milton 



Hahn has been supervisor, 
except for a slight rise in 
the enrollment in Spanish 
classes. 

Such is not the case in 
many other school 
divisions across Virginia 
and the country; the 
decline in foreign 
language students in 
several areas is of deep 
concern to school of- 
ficials. 

A President's com- 
mission recently called 
American incompetence in 
foreign languages 
"nothing short of scan- 
dalous," and said more 
emphasis should be given 
to foreign language study. 

Language drop 

The commission found 
that only 15 percent of 
American students in 
public schools are 
studying languages, a 
drop of nine percent since 
1965. Virginia Beach's 
language program defies 
those statistics; 31.4 per- 



cent of the 22,063 secon- 
dary students are enrolled 
in French, German, Latin, 
or Spanish classes this 
year. 

Hahn said, "We have 
been fortunate to have 
wholehearted ad- 
ministrative support for 
our foreign language 
program, and 1 think we 
are seeing more and more 
colleges reinstate their 
requirements for a foreign 
language." 

He added, "We have 
been successful because 
we want to give our kids a 
functional control of a 
foreign lariguage to be 
used as an adjunct skill in 
a future career, whatever 
it may be." 

For the past eleven 
years, Hahn has been 
shaping the school 
division's foreign 
language program into 
four phases: a cohesive 
teaching philosophy and 
realistic obj«:tives for the 
students; and up-to-date

He has to be a jack of 
all trades in the medical 
profession. "When we're 
at sea, I'm it. I have to 
make a diagnosis and treat 
any lifethreatening situa- 
tions (illness or injury) 
that happen," he said. 

The ship's small 
medical office is well 
equipped with every inch 
of space accounted for. "I 
have a full surgical kit, 
steriHzer, library of refer- 
ence books, medical sup- 
plies and even a micro- 
scope for doing lab 
work," he continued. "I 
can even do some dental 
work if need be." 

When the ship goes in 
dry dock for overhaul 
later this year he is plan- 
ning to have a fold away 
surgical table installed for 
doing examinations. 

"I hold sick call about 
three times a day," Villa- 
flor said. The average 
work load is about two or 
three patients a day. 
During the month of april 
he treated a total of 50 
people. 

"Mostly I handle 
emergenicies like sewing 
up lacerations, setting and 
splinting broken bones," 
he said. Removing 
ingrown toe nails, doing 
blood work (counts and 
types) for infection, and 
treating colds and flue's 
are some of his other 
specialties. "I even had to 
pump a guys stomach on- 
ce," Villaflor added. 



Safety of fleer 

As collateral duties he 
serves as the ship's Health 
and Safety Officer. 

Another important 
aspect of his job is testing 
the ships fresh water sup- 
ply. If the water supply 
becomes contaminated the 
ship wouldn't be able to 
get underway and it would 
be a dangerous health 
hazard to all personnel 
assigned. 

The ship's Corpsman is 
also the collateral spiritual 
and emotional "Doc". 
"If people have mental or 
family problems i\xey 
come to me," he said. 
"Sometimes it's good for 
a man just to have 
someone to talk with." 
Being a Lay Eucharistic 
Minister in the Catholic 
Church, Villaflor has 
some extra experience in 
this part of his respons- 
ibilities. 

Villaflor hasn't always 
been a Corpsman. "When 
I joined the Navy in 1962 
the only thing a Filippino 
could be was a 
i^steward," he said. A 
Steward acted as a cook, 
wardroom attendant and 
housekeeper for officers 
aboard ship, bachelor of- 
fi<xr quarters a&hore and 
assigned to the personal 
staffs of Senior Flag Of- 
ficers and Officers in 
Command. In the mid- 
70s, the rate was com- 
bined with the Com- 
missaryman (cook) rating 
to ihe form the Mess 
nianagement Specialists 
rating, may of the Steward 
rate duties have been 
dropped from the new 
rating. 



"In 1972 the Chief of 
Naval Operations said it 
was unfair that Filippinos 
could only serve as Ste- 
wards and he opened up 
other ratings to us," said 
Villaflor. First, ViUaflor 
took the Navy wide rating 
examination to become d 
Disbursing Clerk. "I 
failed it badly," he con- 
tinued. "So, I then ap- 
plied for corpsman 
school. 

On his flrst request to 
the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery they said no. 
"On the second request 
the Bureau of Naval Per- 
sonnel overruled BUMED 
and said yes because Viet- 
nam was going strong and 
a lot of Corpsmen were 
needed." 



Corps school 

Villaflor studied hard in 
Corps school and 
graduated near the top of 
his class. He has since 
completed the "Indepen- 
dent Duty Corpsman 
School" at Portsmouth 
Naval Hospital. As a 
result of this additional 
school he earned an 
associates in science 
degree from George 
Washington University, 
Washington, D.C. in 
1976. "I had to Uke extra 
college courses at night," 




he said, "but, it was worth 
it." 

AS a Steward, it had 
taken him seven years to 
make third class. Since 
becoming a Corpsman he 
made second and first 
class each on the flrst try. 

Even though Villaflor 
became a naturalized U.S. 
Qtizen in 1972 he has 
never lost touch with his 
home land. "I am curren- 
tly serving as the President 
of the Philippine 
American Community of 
Tidewater (PACT)," he 
said. He resides at 3801 
Winsor Gate Road, 
Virginia Beach. 

PACT, an organizatira 
of 150 members, was 
founded in 1971 to help 
change the public's 
preception of Filippino 
immigrants. Since its 
beginning, the 

organization has grown to 
encompass many services 
and projects. 

"Some of our main 
goals are to highlight our 
people here, back home, 
and give aid to new 
families just arriving in 
the area. Especially service 
men who marry girls in the 
Philippines and aren't 
sure how to get them over 
here or how to help them 
adjust once ^they are 
here." PACT works 
through and with the 
Navy Family Services on 
many of these cases.

Beach crime rising s

Virginia Beach crime has been rising steadily since 
1977. 

But, even with its number of crime offenses increasing, 
the chance of being murdered is five times greater in other 
comparable sized cities, such as Norfolk or Richmond. 
The chance of getting robbed, is about two and one-half 
times greater. 

UNIFORM CRIME REPORT 

Virginia Beach is ranked Tifth lowest in the state, and 
1 10th in the nation, in the number of murders occuring 
among American cities with a population of 100,000 or 
more, according td the latest Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, (F.B.I.), uniform crime reports (UCR). 
New York leads the nation in reported murders in 1979 
with 1,733; followed by Chicago, with 856. Statewide, 
Richmond leads the field with 50 murders, followed 
closely by [Norfolk, with48.

The F.B.i. report also indicates that, compared to 
Alexandria, Arlington, Chaap^kc. Hamptpn, l^tewpprt 
News, hforfplk; R(^iidfeTPprtsinouth and R^hmond, 
Virginia Beach is rankccicightlt lowest in the state in the 
rape category, with Richmond the highest; second in 
robbwywltfif Norfolk the highest; fourth in assault, with 
Norfolk the Wghest; a«ventltiii Wfglcry, witlir Richmond 
the highest; eighth in larceny and thefts, with Norfolk 
with highest; and sixth in mbtorvehicle theft, with 
Richmond the highest. 

Overall in 1979, Virginia Beach experienced increases 
in all Part I crimes: those Ikted above. (Part II crimes 
include accidental death, accidental shooting, annoying 
phone calls, arson, etc.). But the report also indicates a 
decrease in murder and rapes whra compared to 1977.

Rape, like 
murder, decreased from 1977 to 1978 from 80 to 67, but 
went up again in 1979 to 74. 

"The city sponsors jiublic education programs, on 
rape," Payne said, **and offers classes on self- 
protection, and self defense. 

"Alsooffcred is advise counseling for potential victims 
of sexual assault. 

"Sometimes we go into the local high school 
gymnasiums, and have instructors speak to the students 
on rape; we also send speakers to many women's 
groups." 

TWO REASONS FOR PMFIT CRMES 

In tbe categories Of robbery, burglary, larceny, and 
motorvehicle thefts, the B^h has experioK^ed straight 
increases since 1977. Offenses iiK;lude both residential 
and commercial, as wdt as those cleared and those yet 

umolved. 

Robbery jumped from 152 in 1977 to 74 in 1979 for a 
total Of 5 10 robberies in three s^ars. 

iu^teriw jumped from 2,:a6 in 1977 to 2,755 in 1979 

for atotal of 7,507 in three years. 

Larc«iy and thefts increa^ from 8,488 in 1977 to 
9i5mn 1979 for a total of 27,321 from 1977 to 1979. 

Motorv^cte thefts increased from 456 in 1977 to 657 
in 1979 for atotal of 1 .699 in three years. 

Payne said "crimes of profit" such as the ones listed 
above, usually happen for two reasons: 

"First there seems to be a positive correlation between 
populatkm," Payne said, "and criminal activity. But our 
crinierate^oes not iiKrease as fast as our population. 

*'Secondly,thee«momy can have an imp»:t on people 
who need money badly and may force them to wrong 
deeds."

"We have occasional property damage," Payne said, 
"but iK>t the amount to a comparable sized city like

Ayvazian, who works for the Virginia Beach health 
department, estimates that she sees between 150 and 200 
Reasoned citizens a week. 

"I make many, many housecalls," she said between 
blood pressure checks at a screening clinic she was con- 
ducting recently at Hilltop. 

"There are almost 16,000 seasoned citizens at the 
Beach, and I see between ISO and 200 of them a week; 
and I try to serve each of them the best way I can." 

Ayvazian calls herself a * 'patience advocate." 

"I will attempt to meet the needs of the elderly 
citizens in our community to the best of my ability," 
Ayvazian said. 

"Some of them require special medical care; some of 
them need special social services; and some of them just 
need companionship."
